Now, It should be appon-Tit to every voter 
In Idaho, Is the time to turn thumbs down 
on all fluch oratorical trasli. Pressing prob- 
lems conlronting the state and nation are 
Eerloua enough in themselves for the people 
to demand that oHice seekers confine their 
campaigns to these Issues. Let them sell 
themselves to the voters on their Individual 
qualifications to cope with these problems, 
rather than on meaningless Rcnerailtlcs and 
vilification of their opponents. 

Dr. Wilfred Funk, the dictionary maker, 
has given us a thought along these very lines. 
There are IQ wotda which, lii this campaign 
year, should be labeled "Dynamite—Handle 
With Care," he warns the American people. 

They are "ghost words" o( fuzzy meaning, 
he contends, and they have caused "more 
personal bitterness, broken friendships, may- 
hem, murder, lamlly biawls and barroom 
fighla than any others in the political lexi- 
con." 

The words? Liberty, Equality. New Deal. 
Comiaunlsm. Isolationist. Fa.icism. Capital. 
Labor.'^Justlce. Democracy. 

Dr. Funk is, of course, eminently correct. 
They are not the only trouble-starters, but 
they are probably the most frequently em- 
ployed. We had a fine example of Ihelr ex- 
plosive qualities In the 1940 presidential cam- 
paign. We have had even more pointed ex- 
amples since the war began. And this year, 
when the campaign really geU to white heat, 
a good many politicians are going to ride 
these worda to the limit of their flng-wnvlng 
or abusive powers. 

In recent weeks. Vice President WtiUacc 
has spoken of "American FascLsts" In our 
business world, while Alf Landon has called 
the New Deal "Fascist." Obviously, both ac- 
cusations could not be right, short of the 
Impossible hypothesis that Wall Street and 
the White House are like-minded. 

Wallace, It'- Is true, was asked to define a 
"Fascist" at a subsequent press conference, 
but his answer did not remotely resemble 
the dictionary definition, and it's doubtful 
that Mussolini wouid have recognijicd it, 

One could go on down the line. Take "the 
democracies" which can and do include such 
divergent goverrunental systems as those ot 
Russia, China and all the South American 
countries in a lump sum, as the occasion and 
'the speaker's purpose wamnt. 

We know it la going to take a long time for 
the American people to wean themselves ,from 
all the political tripe. But we do hope that 
during the coming campaign, someone will 
have the courage to 'stand up and holler 
"HUT31" when some blow-hard politician 
starts using mere words as brickbats and 
smokescreens. 



FAITH, DEATH AND "PAY OFF" 
That was an Interesting story coming out 
'of Halley the other day about one of the old- 
est prospects in the Mineral Hill mining dis- 
trict of Blaine county starting to "pay off" — 
nearly SO years after Its founder had gone to 
the happy hunting grounds for prospectors. 

The claim, known as the Dickey mine In 
Colorado gulch three miles southwest ol Hal- 
ley, was originally located on June SS, 1879, 
by L. A. Dlthmer and several associates. The 
others soon became dlscoaraged, but'he con- 
tinued to work the mine, alone for more than 
40 years, hla faith still unshaken at the time 
of his death, Dec. 1325. 

Only those who have known a seasoned 
prospector can understand the abiding hope 
that drives him on In his search for the pot 
of gold that some day will be lound at the ' 
end ol the rainbow. And even those who think 
they understand are sometimes led to won- 
der. 

Once Dlthmer thought ol taking up the 
Minnie Moore mine, only a few miles distant 
from the claim he held, but he decided to 
leave that to a Irtcnd. 

. Even though the Minnie Moore eventually 
employed 175 men and netted its owners be- 
tween $8,000,000 and $9,000,000. Dlthmer still 
clung to the belief that his mine would be the 
. richer of the two when developed. 

Now, .with Dlthmer long dead, new oper-, 
atorj will win the rewards of hla faith. Mod- 
ern equipment 15 at work on a "good sized 
body of high grade ore." 

Zi Dlthmer had only taken the Minnie 
Moore or lived 20 years longer, he would have 
f bund'hlfl pot of gold. But' that's the same old 
jitoo'. Opportunity knocks, but too often the 
fcnoclc'is too 1 feeble or inaudible* to be an- 
'swtred before death 'makes the final call.
